It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  desiring  to  Doty  of 
obtain  a  location  for  planting  or  propagating  shell  fish,  terrapin  person  desh- 
or  fish  in  any  portion  of  the  water  front,  beds,  bottoms  or  oysters, 
marshes  below  high  water  mark,  the  property  of  the  State,  not 
naturally  producing  oysters  or  clams  in  sufficient  quantity  to 
warrant  catching  them  for  the  market,  or  which,  by  reason  of 
the  small  quantity  of  oysters  thereon,  shall  not,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Board  of  Fisheries,  be  considered  natural  oyster  beds 
within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  to  apply  to  the  Board  of  Fish- 
eries and  have  its  location  ascertained  and  designated  and 
surveyed,  and  the  same  shall  be  marked  with  suitable  stakes, 
smooth  and  free  from  snags  and  spurs,  or  by  other  metes  and 
bounds,  courses  and  distances,  having  their  places  of  beginning 
and  ending  designated  by  permanent  objects  on  the  shore  agreed 
upon  by  the  applicant  and  Inspector,  and  he  shall  pay  the 
Inspector  for  his  services  a  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1),  and  he  shall 
also  pay  to  the  County  Treasurer  rent  for  the  land  assigned  to 
him,  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  (10c.)  per  acre  for  the  first  five  (5)  r^q*  ^£ 
years,  and  after  five  years,  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  cents  lands. 
(25c.)  per  acre  for  each  and  every  year  of  his  rental,  to  be 
payable  on  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year;  and  so 
long  as  he  continues  to  pay  such  rent  he  shall  have  exclusive

nolle  pressed^  setting  forth  distinctly  the  amount  of  each  fine 
imposed  and  collected  and  the  amount  of  fees  and  costs  col- 
lected in  each  case,  and  the  report  of  each  of  said  magistrates, 
when  made  as  above  set  out,  shall  be  published  by  the  G)unty 
Supervisor  with  his  regular  quarterly  report  of  audited  claims, 
as  a  part  of  same.  If  any  magistrate  or  his  constable  shall  fail 
to  turn  over  the  fines,  fees,  or  costs  required  to  be  collected  by 
them  in  criminal  cases,  as  above  set  out,  to  the  County  Treas- 
urer, or  shall  receive  any  compensation  for  discontinuing  or 
compromising  any  criminal  case,  it  shall  be  deemed  suilficient 
cause  for  forfeiture  of  his  office,  and  if  any  such  charge  should 
be  substantiated  th6  Governor  shall  at  once  remove  him  from 
his  office  and  appoint  a  successor.  Each  of  said  magistrates 
and  constables  shall  enter  into  bond  to  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina in  the  penal  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  with 
security  to  be  approved  by  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners 
for  said  county,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  law  as  to  magistrates  and  mag  istratet 
their  constables,  jurisdiction,  salaries,  etc.,  shall  be  as  nowj^jj}^^®'*' 
provided  by  law,  except  as  herinaf ter  provided,  to  wit : 

Anderson  County — The  law  now  in  force  in  relation  to  mag- 
istrates in  Anderson  County  shall  remain  in  force,  except  that    "oJSS?y. 
the  salary  of  Magistrate  W.  J.  Muldrow,  at  Anderson,  shall  be  •  ^^^• 

four  hundred  ($400)  dollars  per  annum;  J.  D.  Sitton,  the 
magistrate  in  Brushy  Creek  Township,  seventy-five  ($75)  dol- 
lars ;  A,  M.  Guytou/  the  magistrate  in  Hopewell  Township,  one 
hundred  ($100)  dollars ;  J.  H.  Nelson,  the  magistrate  at  Pied- 
aiont,  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars;  J.  B.  Leverett,  the  magis-

Section  1.  Be  it  cpiacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 

Feb.,  1905, 24  State  of  South  Carolina,  An  Act  to  reorganize  the  military 

anfended:  ^OTces  of  this  State,  to  adopt  and  make  of  force  a  military  code 

440*^  ^^^*'  '  ^^^  ^^  provide  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  to  repeal 

all  laws  referring  to  the  military  forces  not  herein  re-enacted, 

approved  February  22,  A.  D.  1905,  be  amended  as  follows : 

That  Section  6  of  said  Act  be  stricken  out  and  the  following 
be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof  to  read  as  follows :

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the     Roads  and 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  County  Board  of  Commis- ^"^^^^  j  ° 
sioners  shall  continue  as  now  constituted  by  law,  with  the  Su-  C  *l^  "  *  y . 
pervisor  in  control  of  all  public  roads  and  bridges,  and  respon-  iseOg. 
sible  for  the  repair  and  good  condition  of  the  same,  and  for  all 
funds  expended  in  working  or  repairing  said  roads  and  bridges. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  . 
public  highways,  there  shall  be  levied,  on  and  after  the  year 
1910,  an  annual  tax  of  two  mills  on  all  the  real  and  personal 
property  in  the  said  county,  which  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
in  the  same  way  and  at  the  same  time  as  all  other  taxes.  And 
that  said  highway  tax,  when  collected,  shall  be  set  apart  and

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the

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in  the  County  of  Horry,  shall  be  required^  annually,'  to  pay  A.  D.  1910. 
three  dollars  commutation  or  road  tax,  except  ministers  of  the  '"^'^^^^'"^^ 
gospel  actually  in  charge  of  a  congregation,  teachers  employed 
in  the  public  schools,  school  trustees  and  persons  permanently 
disabled  in  the  military  service  of  this  State,  and  persons  who 
served  in  the  late  War  Between  the  States,  and  all  persons 
actually  employed  in  the  quarantine  service  of  this  State,  and

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the^f^^^^^^JJ 
Senator  and  Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  Newberry 
Newberry  County,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  an  Inspector  of 
Roards  in  each, township  of  said  county,  whose  terms  of  office 
shall  be  for  two  y^ears  f rcMn  the  date  of  their  appointment  and 
until  their  successors  have  been  appointed  and  qualified. 

Sec  2.  Such  Inspectors  are  required  to  inspect  and  examine  j^^i^^ 
the  public  roads  and  highways  in  their  respective  townships 
at  least  twice  every  year ;  once  in  the  month  of  May,  and  once 
m  the  month  of  November,  and  report  the  true  condition  of 
such  roads,  highways,  side  ditches  and  cross  drains  and  bridges 
thereof;  and  the  failure  or  neglect  of  the  road  overseers  or

In  every  case  of  loss,  damage,  destruction,  ^^^^  °^  ^®"*- 
or  failure  to  deliver  any  property  by  a  common  carrier 
shipped  over  its  line  or  any  connecting  line,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  initial,  every  intermediate  and  terminal  carrier, 
upon  notice  of  such  loss,  damage,  destruction,  or  failure  to 
deliver  out  within  forty  days  or  to  trace  such  property  lost, 
damaged,  or  destroyed,  and  inform  the  said  party  so  notifying 
when,  where  and  by  which  carrier  the  said  property  was  lost, 
damaged,  or  destroyed  within  said  forty  days.  Every  carrier 
failmg  or  refusing  to  trace  such  property  and  inform  the  notify- 
ing party  as  above  stated,  within  forty  days  after  such  notice,

"An  Act  to  amend  Section  1200,  Code  of  Laws,  Volume  I, 
relating  to  County  Boardis  of  Education,  approved  the  18th  day 
of  February,  1908,"  approved  March  3d,  1909,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  stricken  out,  and  the  following  inserted  in  lieu 
thereof,  to  be  known  as  Eection  1200 :

contrary  to  the  public  interests.  He  shall  require  every  domes- 
tic company  to  keep  its  books,  records,  accounts  and  vouchers  ' 
in  such  manner  that  he  or  his  authorized  representatives  may 
readily  verify  them  and  ascertain  whether  the  provisions  of  the 
law  have  been  complied  with.  He  shall  have  authority  to 
examine  into  the  conditions  of  any  c(»npany  doing  business  in 
this  State,  and  shall  have  power  to  summon  witnesses  and  take 
testimony  as  he  may  deem  fit  and  proper  for  the  protection  of 
the  public  interests  of  the  State.  At  least  once  in  two  years,

the  legal  reserve  on  their  policies,  but  not  less  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  which  said  deposit  may  be  made  at  the  rate  of  five 
hundred  dollars  a  year,  on  April  1st  of  each  year,  until  the 
whole  be  deposited;  each  domestic  mutual  life  insurance  com- 
pany doing  business  on  a  recognized  table  of  mortality  with 
interest  assumption  not  higher  than  four  per  centum  per  annum, 
not  less  than  three  thousand  dollars.

AN  ACT  TO  Provide  for  Rural  Policemen  for  Laurens 

County. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  immediately  after  the  approval  ^^^  JJJ 
of  this  Act,  the  Governor,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Laurent 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  for  the  County  of  Laur- 
ens, shall  appoint  from  the  registered  electors  of  said  county 
two  able-bodied  men  of  good  habits,  and  known  as  men  who 
are  not  addicted  to  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors,  and  shall  com- 
mission them  as  county  policemen  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
subject  always  to  removal  by  the  Governor  for  cause. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Laur- 
ens County  shall  fix  the  salaries  of  said  policemen,  which  shall 
be  seventy-five  dollars  per  month,  payable  monthly  by  the 
County  Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  County  Supervisor 
out  of  the  ordinary  county  funds,  and  shili  be  furnished  each 
with  two  uniforms  per  year  to  be  prescribed  and  approved  by 
the  County  Board  of  Commissioners :  Provided,  however.  That 
said  policemen  shall  provide  themselves  with  policemen's  bil- 
lets and  such  firearms  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  said  County 
Board  of  Commissioners,  and  with  horses  for  regular  use  in 
riding  over  the  county  and  performing  duty  as  mounted 
policemen,  and  shall  bear  all  expenses  incident  to  their  ser- 
vice.

Sheriff,  remaining  on  duty  at  night  when  occasion  or  circum- 
stances suggest  the  propriety  thereof,  to  prevent  or  detect 
crime  or  to  make  an  arrest,  and  they  shall  always  be  on  duty 
for  not  less  than  ten  hours  a  day  except  when  granted  occa- 
sional indulgences  or  leaves  of  absence  by  the  Sheriff.  They 
shall  frequent  railroad  depots,  stores  and  other  public  places

the  Cotmty  Board  of  Conmiissioners  of  the  County  of  Laur- 
ens, conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
and  for  such  damages  as  may  be  sustained  by  reason  of  his 
malfeasance  in  office  or  abuse  of  his  discretion,  and  shall  in

AN  ACT  TO  Provide  for  the  Redemption  of  that  Part  op 
THE  State  Debt  Represented  by  the  4)^  Per  Cent 
Brown  Consols  Bonds  and  Stocks  Issued  by  Virtue 
of  an  Act  Approved  December  22d^  1892,  by  Repealing 
the  Same,  or  so  Much  as  May  be  Necessary  or  Prac- 
ticable, With  3J4  Per  Cent.  Bonds  and  Stocks. 

Section  1.  Be  ii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
^ftT^\I^m'  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  State  Treasurer  shall  cause 
pare  bonds,    to  be  prepared  a  sufficiency  of  blanks  of  coupon  bonds  and  cer- 
tificates of  stock  of  uniform  design  and  appearance,  to  be 
colored  brown,  as  will  provide  for  a  total  issue  of  an  amount 
(face  value)  in  the  aggregate  of  such  bonds  and  certificates  of 
stock  not  to  exceed  the  aggregate  amount  of  bonds  and  stocks

AN  ACT  TO  Establish  Dilwn  County. 

Whereas,  at  an  election  ordered  and  held  in  accordance  with  Preamble, 
the  laws  of  this  State  the  qualified  voters  residing  in  a  certain 
portion  of  Marion  County  did  decide  by  the  necessary  legal 
vote  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  a  new  county ;  and,  whereas, 
all  of  the  conditions  required  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
this  State  regulating  the  formation  of  new  counties  were  and 
have  been  complied  with. 

Be  it  encuted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  Section  1.  That  a  new  county  as  a  judicial  and  formed.  "" 
election  district  is  hereby  formed  and  established  pursuant  to 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  the  same  to  have  the 
following  boundaries:  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Mill  Creek,  Boundaries, 
where  it  empties  into  Big  Pee  Dee  River,  and  in  middle  of 
said  river  at  said  point ;  thence  up  the  run  ©f  said  creek  to  the 
bridge  on  the  river  road  to  a  stake  X  111  N. ;  thence  N.  75  deg.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  14  of  an  Act  entitled  ceding  Act 
"An  Act  to  establish  Dillon  County,"  approved  February  6th, 
1910,  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  amended  by  inserting  in  line  ten  of 
Section  14,  between  the  word  "county"  and  "Provided"  the 
words,  "Provided,  That  until  such  demand  shall  be  made  by  the

1488,  Whereby  Certain  Territory  in  Williamsburg 
County  is  Exempt  From  the  Operation  of  the  Gen- 
eral Stock  Law  During  a  Certain  Period  of  Each 
Year,  to  a  Special  Election  to  be  Held  in  Said  Ter- 
ritory. 

Whereas,  under  and  by  a  certain  Act  Approved  December 
24, 1891,  and  known  as  Act  No.  988,  and  found  in  Volume  XX, 
at  page  1488,  certain  territory  in  Williamsburg  County  is 
exempt  from  the  operation  of  the  general  stock  law  of  the 
State  from  the  15th  diay  of  December  of  each  year,  until  the 
15th  day  of  March  following  in  each  year.* 
Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Williamflburg  State  of  South  Carolina,  That,  within  forty  days  from  the 
Q^^^  ,  ^°  approval  of  this  Act,  the  auditing  board  of  Williamsburg 
Stock  Law.  County  shall  order  an  election,  to  be  held  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  said  order,  upon  the  question  of  the  repeal 
of  the  two  Acts  hereinabove  mentioned;  said  order  shall  be 
published  for  two  weeks  in  some  newspaper  published  in  said 
county,  and  shall  designate  the  date  and  the  purpose  of  such 
election,  the  manner  of  voting,  the  perscMis  qualified  to  vote, 
four  voting  places  in  the  territory  exempted  as  above  set  forth, 
and  shall  appoint  three  managers  of  election  for  each  voting 
place.
